REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claims 1 and 8, the prior art does not teach an apparatus for 
controlling a trip point comprising the combination of the digital input, DAC/MUX, external 
resistor, and comparator, as recited, and in particular the digital input being configured to select a 
narrowed temperature range that is a portion of an entire temperature range, the DAC/MUX 
outputting a signal related to the narrowed range, and the comparator determining a trip point 
based on the DAC/MUX output and external resistor outputs. 

As per independent claims 14 and 19, the prior art does not teach the combination of the 
determining, selecting, setting, monitoring, and determining steps as recited, and in particular the 
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step of selecting a narrowed temperature range that is a portion of an entire temperature range 
from the state of the at least one digital input.
